EIGHTEEN 
KILLED. BY 
EXPLOSION 


ERVICE personnel and civilians 
S were killed, and many in- 
jured by an explosion on 
Friday, when R. A. F. trucks were 
being loaded at a North of England 
siding. The explosion appeared to 
come from one wagon of the train 
containing incendiary bombs. 

The British War Office official 
statement gives the casualties at 10 
killed (six Service men and four 
civilians) and eight injured, includ- 
ing six Service men. Latest un- 
official reports .say that 18 were 
killed and 82 injured. . 

A signal box, station buildings, 
including the stationmaster’s re- 
sidence, were wrecked by the ex- 
plosion. Damage was also caused to 
an hotel, a taié,. garage and farm 
buildings. 

The dump was housed in tem- 
porary buildings. Police, military 
and civilians .worked feverishly for 
hours to control the fires. The in- 
jured were brought to two hospitals. 
he dead included. the station 
master, his wife and the signalman, 
also two unidentified women. A 
number of people are reported to be 
missing. 

An inquest on eight of the 
victims which opened on Saturday 
was adjourned until February 18t 
after evidence of identification was 
given.
